Senator is to be elected tbat selections for 
the legislative tickets are mtide with more 
reference to the candidates' preference in 
that respect than for their fitness for the 
other duties devolving upon them ia tbf 
State Legislature. There is no occasion 
this ye»r for the Republican County Con- 
ventions beiflg restricted in their selections 
to any extent whatever on aooonnt of th» 
Senatorial election. 
Eon Jobn P. Jones 


has no opposition ir> the Republican parry, 
loris it within reasonable probability thai 
he will have, either in the oancus or the 
joint convention. 
Such being the political 


situation of the Bapnblicnn parly iu rein- 
lion to the Senatorship, there ii no reason 
why the County Conventions should con- 
sider anything in making their legislative 
nomination.", except the sandidates' qnulifi- 
oations for other da ties besides voting for 
Mr. Jones for Senator. It requires the 
game ability to cast a vote in a Legislature 
for Senator as to billot for a Constable in 
a township convention, but a very different 
character of ability is required for toe 
creditable performaooo of other legislative 
duties, and espooially <vt this critical period 
of oar Stnfe finances and general business 
clepres->ion. This year tho eleotion of s 
Senator is only R smell, and a vory small 
incident in the general aggregate of neces- 
sary logMutive business, and there fire 
plenty of EepubUeans in every county 
who, beside* being corrp-lent to articulate 
the name of "John P. Jones" whsn the 
roll is oallod in the joint convention, aie 
qualified to vote anil act with equal intelli- 
gence and sound judgment upon other ami 
more intricate mailers pertaining to the 
welfare and interest of the State and the 
peop!e thereof. 
'VYe are aware that the in- 


vanaolo nati-convtntion newspapsr adoao- 
nit on of "nominate only the best men," 
is getting to be a threadbare and somewhat 
tedioaa chestnut, and, devoid of appropriate 
and significant context, thutitis anienning- 
lees one. 
Bat the condition of the Slate 


and the absolute necessity for unusually 
intelligent, honest nndjudicioui legislation 
gives it particular ernptmais and significance 
at tho present time. Mr. Jones' re-election 
la oil right. 
Let us not bother about him, 


but let us elect men to the Legislature who 
possess other qualifications than the oral 
capacity to vote for him for "United States 
Senator. 


BKTTJEB THAN 
THE 
BLAND BULL. 


Representative Olunie is reported as say- 


ing that ihe prehent silver law ii not as 
goal as tho old law, beoaitse "it'eiraply 
fnrnijheB a dumping place for the silver of 
the country without coining it into money " 
With due reference to the superior finan- 
cial wisdom which all Congressmen are 
supposed to possess, the 8. F. Ohronialo 
begs to differ from Mr, Clanie and to ex- 
press the cnnviotion that a law which has 
forced the price of the white metal up at 
euoh a rate that its commercial promises to 
equal its legal ratio ia a few days is decid- 
edly better than the act which permitted 
the price to drop steadily until it reached 
42 pence. If the prime objiot of bimetjl- 
ism is to establish and maintain a ratio, 
then the recent silver bill is the best, {or it 
hafl come nearer accomplishing that result 
thaa the B'and bill, which, in fact, did 
nothing to arrest the deolino of the white 
metal. It is not essential to tho success of 
bimetaliam thut a single dollar of either 
gjM or silver bhonld be ooiund, although 
when the ratio is established equal privi- 
leges should bs accorded to ench metal. 


Not a Gift Taker. 


The opposition preHS has diligently oir- 


onlated the story that President Harrison's 
"Cottage by the Sea" wo-ipreseuted to him, 
and that he accepted it from i group of 
contributor* to "a fund for that purpose. 
William V. McKean, of the Public Ledger, 
Philadelphia, has written a letter to the 
press, saying that the exact fnots are theoe: 
A land to buy the oottnge was raised and 
presented to General Harrison. Thereupon 
he returned the same, declining to receive 
the cottage as a gift or otherwise than by 
purchase with his own means. His family 
desiring the place, he then purchased it 
paying SS.OOO for it aud $8,000 for the fur- 
niture. The Philadelphia Kicoid, a Dem- 
ocratic paper, thereupon has the fuirness to 
say:

Converting the Rolling Sea Waves Into 


Power for Pumping Water. 


Underneath the pier of t s Bond Wave 


Power company at Ocean Grove, N. J., 
a mammoth iron egg floats upon the top 
of the waves. In mild weather the eg? 
bobs up serenely, rising to a height of 
about fourteen inches above the dead 
level of the Sea, but when the weather 
is rough aud great rollers come rushing 
in the egg rises forcefully upward five 
feet or more. It cannot get loose, for it 
is made fast to the pier by long, strong 
arms of iron. Up from the top of the 
mammoth egg a rope runs, and after it 
has passed over a pulley it stretches on 
shoreward, and at last enters a wooden 
building situated upon the beach. In 
the building is a pump, and the rope is 
in connection with it. The pump is lift- 
ing about 8,000 gallons of water a min- 
ute, raising it distances equivalent to the 
height of the waves. 


The explanation of the apparatus anc 


the work it is doing is that Mr. N. O 
Bond, whose namesake the Bond Wave 
Power company is, has successfully 
completed an experiment undertaken 
primarily to determine if it were possi 
ble to make the ocean, by the motion o: 
its waves, pump enough of itself into 
Wesley lake to make that lake a body 
pf salt water. There are people living 
in Asbury Park and Ocean Grove who 
considering that the sources of the water 
of Wesley lake are in the swamp lands 
judge that the lake is to some extent a 
health rnenacing body of water, and thej 
have for some time wished that it mighi 
be salted. Mr. Bond says that he wil 
have no difficulty in making Lake Wes 
ley salt, and he expects to do it. HI 
says that he is perfectly satisfied that hi 
new wave machine will not only do the 
work which it was especially devised to 
do, but he is also assured that it will be 
found a valuable machine for doing 
other things which need to be done eco 
nomically. 


He says that tho machine is strong 


enough to work ' comfortably in the 
roughest weather and that it is bull 
with an especial view to making it run 
with very little super-vision. Ho says 
that the wave gate which is in use as 
the motive power of the street sprink 
ling system at Ocean Park ran all through 
the winter of 1889-90 without getting 
out of order, and that its operations were 
not in the slightest interfered with by 
the great storm, which, it will be ro 
called, was spoken of as "the greatest 
storm for thirty years." The wave egg 
Mr Bond bays, will be as little liable to 
disarrangement by heavy weather as the 
wave gate was. 


The new machine may be used where 


ever waves rise and fall, and there neec 
not necessarily be a pier to hold it to its 
work. It may be kept in place by piles 
quite as well as by a pier, for, while the 
force of a great wave is immense, it is 
not so exerted upon the egg as to give a 
shock, such, for example, as the shock o: 
a cannon ball. 


The wave egg may be made as its uses 


may demand. The one in operation a 
Ocean Grove has a major diameter o: 
ten feet, a minor diameter of seven feet 
and its weight, conjoined with the aims 
by which it is fastened to the pier, is 
about two tons. The length of the arms 
is thirty-three feet.—New York Times.

The Aboriginal Nature Will Assert It- 


self Despite Civilized Associations, 
Training and Education. 


A Big Pile of Bullion. 


S." F. Beport: The Con. Cal. & Virginia 


-Mining Company has a big pile of bullion 
at the Carson Mint, which has not yet been 
sold, but which is daily improving in vnlue, 
as the price of silver rises. The- assay 
value of the bullion is $175,000, and if 
sold at to-day's prices it would net the 
company about $100,000, »u one-half of 
the bullion is gold. 
Further shipments 


will add to this pile. - The last bullion sold 
by the company was at abont $1 13 per 
onnc'o, but uq more will be sold until the 
price pf silver has gone above $1 20, which, 
it is likely to do at asy time. The Con, 
Oal. & Virginia Mining Company has over- 
drawn at the bank about $43,000 at the 
present time, and has all tbis bullion SB an 
offset. 
It looks, as if dividends wonld be 


resumed at an early day, es the rise in 
silver will paimit the large areas of fair- 
grade ore in the mine to be worked at a 
profit. Tbe pulp assays of the ore were 
$22 75 per ton last- week, against $19 50 
for the present week.

Tha history of Indian .Al. is .a striking 


illustration of the extreme difficulty, if nol 
.he utter impossibility, of eradicating from 
.ha red man, by civilized association and 
methods, tbe traits, insliacta and nborig- 
nal wildness ot the Indian character. 
He 


wag captured, with nearly bis entire Digger 
;ribo when an infant in arms, or rather in 
back-basket, during the Scott Eiver Indian 
war in Northern California sometime in 
he fifties. When the caplured Indians 
ware taken through Sacramento on their 
way to a reaorvtUiou, a numbar of the 
papooses were given to residents of that 
ity and vio.nity to a3opt aud raise. Archie 
McDonald, formerly o( Austin in tbis 
State, but at that time a rancher in Yolo 
ounty, took Al. and raised him almost as 
ns of h'is own family. As he grew up he 
lad not the faintest recollection of his 
eople or anything connected with his 
nfaut life with his tribe. His associations 
ere entirely with whita people; he was 
aught to road and write,and his raising 
•as in every respect whatj a white child's 
n the same position would have been. 
In 


863 Mr. McDonald moved.with his family 
o Austin taking Al. with them. Some 
ears alterwards Mrs, McDonald died and 
as family being broken up, Al., who was 


then about seventeen years old, was tbrown 
upon the world. Up to trJot time he knew 
nothing of any Indian language, or any- 
thing more about tbe customs or practices 
of his race than the white boys with whom 
he associated. For a short time he worked 
around Austin, blacking boots and doing 
odd jobs, bat ho soon disappeared, and the 
writer of this lost sight of him for several 
years, when one day at Palisade a blanketed, 
painted, befeathered and somewhat befud- 
dled Indian stepped up to him on the 
depot platform and addressing him by 
nume, solicited^in true aboriginal style, but 
in excellent English,-a donation of two 
bits. This proved to Be Al., who had dis- 
carded tbe garb, manners, customs and all 
other accompaniments to civilization, and 
was as wild and ferocious looking a red- 
skin as ever whizzed an arrow or bullet at 
the diaphram of an emigrant in the early 
fifties from the willows of the Humboldtor 
Truckee. Since he left Austin he has lived 
with the Indians. He has all of the vices 
of both races, and none of the virtues of 
either. 
He has been in nearly every jail 


iu eastern Nevada, and whan in the settle- 
ments is a confirmed calamity and nui- 
sance. His name "A!." is a corruption or 
abbreviation of "Hu'l" as be was originally 
named after the late Hal Clayton, who was 
formerly a resident of Sacramento. .Al's 
return to civilized life will probably be at 
the State Prison at Carson.
